B obby Brown is not giving up. After 
he told the erowd at an April 18 
Dallas concert that his daughter

A fter 39 years in the 
public eye, and a 
lifetime of private 
struggle, Bruce Jenner 
knew it was time to 

^ reveal his true self 

to his fans and to 
the world. In December, he hired 
a high-powered Hollywood public 
relations firm and offered to tell his 
story to celebrated ABC news veter- 
an Diane Sawyer. Over three weeks 
in February, he and Sawyer filmed 
in New York City, his adopted 
home of Malibu and his childhood 
neighborhood in Tarrytown, New 
York. “He chose Diane because he 
knew she would work with him to 
present his journey tastefully,” says 
a source close to the Jenner family. 
“He felt safe and in control.” Safe 
enough, in fact, to reveal to the world 
that he is transgender. The April 24 
two-hour special edition of 20/20 is 
the critical kickoff of a larger plan 
“to reintroduce himself to society as 
a woman,” says the Jenner insider. 
“Bruce is very proud and excited.”

He is also bracing for 
criticism. For the past 
year, the 1976 Olympic 
decathlon winner has 
been the butt of jokes 
as he has experimented 
with various nail 
polish shades and 
undergarments. Fellow 
entertainer Jamie 
Foxx even made light 
of Bruce’s transition 
during the March 29 
iHeart Radio Music 
Awards, wisecracking 
that the 65-year-old 
father of 10 would be 
“doing a his-and-her

But Bruce’s experience 
is no laughing matter. 

“All of us who have 
struggled with coming 
out know what a 
monumental thing 
it is to have Bruce Jenner come out 
as trans,” Mara Keisling, executive 
director of the National Center for 


Transgender Equality, tells Us. “He 
has been trying to outrun this for 
around 60 years — that’s a lot of

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outrunning, even for a decathlon 
champ. It takes a lot of courage.” 
Bruce is aware of what’s at stake. 
“People in the trans community 
have often been misunderstood or 
rejected,” says the Jenner insider. 
“His journey to self-acceptance 
puts a human face on the issue.” For 
that reason, the star gave careful 
consideration to submitting for a TV 
interview. As he admits to Sawyer, 
“My whole life has been getting me 
ready for this.” 

INO MORE SECRETS 

Bruce provided Sawyer unprece- 
dented insight into his childhood. 
“Bruce told Diane he has wanted to 
be a woman for as far back as he can 
remember,” says the Jenner source. 
“He always felt it and kept burying 
it.” Still, he held back certain details. 
The golf enthusiast — who had a 
procedure to shave his Adam’s apple 
in January 2014 and recently under- 
went forehead contouring surgery to 
soften his features, claims a source

— will not divulge his new name. 
While one Jenner insider says Bruce 
has asked his inner circle to address 
him by a female name, another 
source close to the reality star insists 
he “hasn’t asked anyone in the family 
to call him anything else. They all 
call him Dad and will continue to 
call him Dad.” The omissions were 
strategic, says the Jenner source: 

“He knew revealing his new name 
would become a headline and take 
the focus off his life story. Bruce will 
roll out details later.” (Until then. 

Us Weekly will continue to use male 
pronouns to refer to Bruce.) 

And his family will be the first 
to hear. “They are the only ones 
I’m concerned with,” Bruce told 
Sawyer. “I can’t let myself hurt 
them.” His kids from his first two 
marriages — Burt, 36, Cassandra, 
34, Brandon, 33, and Brody, 31 — 
are so supportive, they will appear 
in the 20/20 special. Despite a 
decades-long estrangement, he and 
his youngest son “now speak every 


day,” says a Kardashian source of 
the Hills alum. “Their relationship 
became stronger through this.” 
Bruce’s biological daughters from 
his 23-year marriage to Kris Jenner 
— Kendall, 19, and Kylie, 17 — are 
also in his corner. “They told him 
they support him,” says the insider, 
“and he’s so proud of them.”

While stepdaughter Khloe Kar- 
dashian, 30, has also stood by him, 
her siblings Kourtney, 36, Kim, 34, 
and Rob, 28, have been less ac- 
cepting of his news. “They were not 
thrilled with his transition,” says the 
Jenner source. The divide played 
out on the April 19 episode of E!’s 
Keeping Up With the Kardashians, 


when the girls made fun of Bruce’s 
long hair and Kourtney ’s boyfriend, 
Scott Disick, dubbed him “The 
Extensionator.” Leaping to Bruce’s 
defense, Khloe ventured, “I think it 
looks really good now.” Kim’s retort: 
“Really good?” 

Whether they’re behind him or 
not, Bruce’s entire brood plans 
to watch the 20/20 special, says 
a source. “The family will all act 
supportive,” adds the Jenner insider. 
“But Bruce knows who has been 
there and who hasn’t.” 

IROAD TO FREEDOM 

His new life may raise a few 
Kardashian eyebrows, but Bruce 
has weathered far worse. Born to 
housewife Esther and tree surgeon 
William Hugh Jenner in 1949, 

Bruce grew up in a middle-class 
household with sisters Lisa, 49, and 
Pam, 66, and brother Burt, who died 
in 1976. Diagnosed with dyslexia 
and plagued with what he called 
“terrible low self-esteem as a little 


kid,” sports became his savior. At 
Iowa’s Graceland University on a 
football scholarship in 1968, he met 
Chrystie Crownover, a minister’s 
daughter, and they wed four years 
later. As he trained for his triumph 
in the 1976 Summer Olympics, she 
supported him on a $900-a-month 
salary as a flight attendant. His 
win in Montreal secured him global 
stardom, making him one of the 
first sports stars to cross over to ce- 
lebrity endorsements. He embarked 
on a motivational speaking tour, 
screen-tested for 1978’s Superman 
and even landed a General Mills 
contract for his golden Labrador 
retriever, Bertha. In the months 
after his Olympic win, he was 
committed to being the epitome of 
male athleticism. “He didn’t sleep all

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night,” Chrystie later said. “He would 
get up and walk around naked with 
the medal around his neck, beaming 
and flexing.” After welcoming Burt, 
Chrystie and Bruce abruptly split 
in 1979 while she was two months 
pregnant with daughter Casey. “His 
real moment of truth came when he 
told me he wanted out of the mar- 
riage,” Chrystie has said. “He told me 
it was not me, it was self-imposed.” 

Within days of the 1981 divorce, he 
wed Hee Haw actress Linda Thomp- 
son, with whom he had Brandon 
and Brody. When the latter was 2, 
Thompson shocked their friends by 
splitting from Bruce in 1985. “We 
have a great relationship,” she told 
a reporter at the time, “but not a 
marriage.” In fact, Thompson had 
learned his secret, says the family 
source: “He had been dressing in his 
wives’ clothes for years. Obviously 
something major happened, and 
Linda said, ‘I’m leaving you and I 
don’t even want any child support. 
Just get out of our lives.’” 

Bruce exiled himself in Malibu, 
keeping his gold medal in a sock 
drawer and moving forward with 
plastic surgery procedures to 
feminize his appearance, according 
to a Jenner source. Then in 1991 
he was set up on a blind date with 
Kris Kardashian, freshly divorced

from well-known attorney Robert 
Kardashian. “He had been living 
alone too long,” Kris wrote in her 
self-titled 2011 memoir. “And he 
was depressed and didn’t care about 
his appearance. At the same time, 
he was absolutely endearing.” They 
wed in 1991, after a seven-month 
courtship. 

Soon, Bruce admitted some of his 
feelings to Kris, says the close Jen- 
ner source. Expressions of Bruce’s 
femininity, adds the insider, led to 
“massive arguments. She would call 
him ‘delusional’ and ‘crazy.’” Kris 


encouraged Bruce to ignore his de- 
sires. “She told Kim, Kourtney and 
Khloe about it, but said to pretend it 
didn’t exist. He was the family’s dirty 
little secret.” Eventually, Kris also 
confided in close friends. “She’d men- 
tion how Bruce wore her clothes,” 
says a source. His plastic surgeries 
were also a source of contention, 
adds the friend. “When he was re- 
covering, she would lie and say that 
he was at speaking engagements.” 
Finally, Bruce had enough and the 
two split in October 2013. Says the 
close Jenner source, “He couldn’t 
live with suppressing it anymore.” 

ICOMEBACK KID 

Now Bruce is turning his attention 
to a new family: the transgender 
community. He has been filming a 
special with production company 
Bunim/Murray chronicling his 
transition, says a source, and E! is 
considering it for a July premiere. 
Then he will take his message on the 
road. “He will return to motivational 
speaking,” the Jenner source says of 
Bruce, who earned $5,000 per event 
in the late 1970s. “It was very lucra- 
tive for him in the past and now he 
has a whole new audience.” Bruce’s 
visibility is desperately needed, says 
note’s Keisling. “This year, trans 
people have been traumatized by 
a spike in murders and suicides,” 
Keisling tells Us. “And when a celeb- 
rity family like Bruce’s is supportive, 
that can really help all trans people. 
It can have a huge impact.” 

Bruce will be a welcome addition 
on the transgender speaking circuit, 
which counts Orange Is the New 
Blaek actress Laverne Cox and life 
coach Seth Rainess as members. 
“Bruce will be in greater demand 
than anybody,” Rainess tells Us. 

“He could make tens of thousands 
per engagement.” 

But it’s not about the money, 
insists the source close to the Jenner 
family. “He is going to be a role 
model for the transgender commu- 
nity,” says the friend. “He knows he 
has an important job to do.” US

K im Richards was on a mission 
to clear her name. During The 
Real Housewives of Beverly 
i/z’ZZs’ season 5 reunion, the re- 
eovering alcoholic stressed that her 
deeision to take a preseription pill 
to treat bronchitis and pneumonia 
was simply one bad choiee. “I am not 
struggling with my sobriety, nor have 
I struggled,” the three-time rehab 
vet said on the Bravo show April 14. 
“I have been sober for three years.” 

Clearly she’s struggling now. In 
the early-morning hours of April 16 
— two months after the reunion 
taped — the 50-year-old was ar- 
rested at the Beverly Hills Hotel and 
charged with public intoxication, 
trespassing and resisting arrest. 
Richards “had too much to drink 
and was disturbing some of the 
other patrons,” a Beverly Hills Police 
Department spokesperson tells Us 
of the ineident, whieh also saw the 
mom of four swearing at the cops 
and kicking one on the leg.

“she became loud, yelling 
and laughing at other 
people. She was slurring, 
and people were moving away 
because they didn’t want to be on 
the receiving end of her comments.” 
Bartenders tried to escort her out, 
adds the first onlooker, “but she was 
past the point of being reasonable.” 

After security stepped in, Rich- 
ards asked to use the restroom. 
Then, says the source, “she refused 
to come out.” Forcibly taken into 
custody by police at 2:04 a.m., Rich- 
ards wasn’t released until 10:36 a.m.
